POTENTIAL  IMPACT  ON  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 

#2)  Water  quality,  quantity  and  distribution 

The  location  of  this  proposed  vehicle  storage  yard  is  in  a natural 
draw.  The  head  of  this  draw  terminates  approximately  1/8  mile  west  of  the 
proposed  site  at  the  Old  Divide  Road.  The  area  drained  by  this  draw  is 
minimal  amounting  to  only  a few  acres.  The  bottom  of  this  draw  is  well 
grassed  and  shows  no  evidence  of  surface  run-off.  Below  the  proposed  yard 
the  draw  forms  an  oxbow  and  several  lateral  draws  which  form  an  enclosed 
drainage  system  that  is  not  connected  to  any  other  drainages. 

#4)  Vegetation  cover,  quantity  and  quality 

The  process  of  moving  vehicles  within  the  yard  and  the  storage  of 
those  vehicles  will  displace  small  native  plant  and  shrub  species  currently 
in  the  site.  This  displacement  will  be  minor  and  short  term  and  should  not 
significantly  impact  the  areas  ecosystem. 

#5)  Aesthetics 

State  law  requires  all  junked  vehicles  to  be  screened  from  public 
view.  Public  view  is  defined  as  a point  six  feet  above  the  center  line  of 
any  public  road,  street,  alley  or  roadway. 

This  proposed  site  is  visible  from  a small  portion  of  the  Old  Divide 
Road  looking  directly  into  the  coulee  to  the  north.  With  this  exception 
the  site  is  well  screened  by  natural  terrain  and  vegetation  from  all  other 
public  roads  in  the  area.  The  applicant  proposes  to  either  move  the 
vehicles  visible  from  the  Old  Divide  Road  further  into  the  coulee  where 
they  will  be  naturally  shielded  or  construct  a fence  across  the  open  end  of 
the  coulee  to  provide  adequate  screening. 


POTENTIAL  IMPACTS  ON  HUMAN  ENVIRONMENT 


#10)  Demands  for  government  services 

Governmental  services  will  be  required  on  the  local  and  state  levels 
for  inspectional  and  administrative  services  associated  with  the  issuance 
of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  yard  license  to  this  facility. 

#13)  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  location  of  this  proposed  wrecking  yard  meets  all  existing  local 
planning  and  zoning  regulations  as  certified  by  the  deputy  county  attorney. 

#14)  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

A slight  increase  in  traffic  along  Divide  Road  may  occur  as  a result 
of  the  establishment  of  this  yard.  This  increase  is  not  expected  to  be 
significant .
